Training. 


Vocational training in the Fort Wavne city schools 
3ias jlist been augmented by the addition of a department 
of planting, and as a staii; some twentv boya are being 
given instruction in the elemental phases of the printer's 
craft under the direction of a union .loumeyman printer. 
That the classes will increase rapidly we have no dou])t, 
and while it is not to be expected that the vocational 
school will turn out finished workmen, the instniction is 
going to be of tremendous value to the boys, whether they 
shall elect to follow the printer's trade or not. It is (pertain 
to give them a .grasp of English constriction, of capital- 
ization and of punctuation that we do not believe is to be 
acquired in any other manner. 


The Sentinel is much gratified to. see the development 
of the vocational training idea in the Fort Wayne schools. 
It is the natural outgi^owth of the moi'e circumsciibed 
manual training development launched some years ago, 
and which has proven both fascinating and helpful to hun- 
dreds of Fort Wa^me boys as they were nearin.s: the close 
of school training. Vocational training is placing new 
emphasis upon the necessity for the best possible equip- 
ment with which to meet the situation, the boy must face 
when he ''strikes out" for himself. We do not believe 
these later days have sufficiently impressed the value and 
the importance of a trade to the boy who must win his 
own way. The tendency has been too much toward either 
the professions or to that sort of hit-and-miss existence 
that hopes to connect mth a ''job" of some soii or other 
that will provide subsistence without the necessity for 
training., ISTothing could be more precarious than the lot 
of the untrained man in these days of tremendous compe- 
tition. Eveiw boy should have a definite calling in which 
he may specialize and develop. 'The skilled workman has 
infinite advantage over the man without a trade. There 
has been too pronounced a tendency on the part of the on- 
.coming young man to yield to the lure of some avenue of 
employment that promises immediate financial returns 
without requiring the service of especial apprenticeship 
or preparation. ^^Tien it is too late to begin anew he real- 
izes the unstable ani insecure character of his choice. 
Vocational training represents a new conception of the 
state's duty to its boys in an eduational way. It will cost 
money, but it is worth it, and it will be a tremendous mis- 
take if^ the schoolboys—and the schoolgirls as well—of 
these days do not take the fullest advantage of the oppor- 
tunity thus held out to them.

Vocational Training. 


x 
Vocational training in the Fort Waym- ,-itv schools 


has just been augmented by the addition of a department 
Of printing, and as a start some twentv boys are h«inji 
given instruction in the elemental phases of the printer's 
teraft under the direction of a union journeyman printer. 
That the classes will increase rapidly we have no doubt 
and while it is not to be expected that the vocational 
school will turn out finished workmen, the instruction is 
going to be of tremendous value to the boys, whether they 
Shall elect to follow the printer's trade or n.,t. It is certain 
to give them a grasp of English construction, of capital- 
ization and of punctuation that we do not believe is to he- 
acquired in any other manner. 


The Sentinel is much gratified to sec the development 


of the vocational training idea in the Fort Wayne schools. 
'It is the natural outgrowth of the more circumscribed 
manual training development launched some years ago, 
and which has proven both fascinating and helpful to hun- 
dreds of Fort Wayne boys as they were nearins,- the close 
of school training. Vocational training is placing now 
emphasis upon the necessity for the best possible equip- 
ment with which to meet the situation the boy must face 
when he "strikes out'' for himself. We do not believe 
these later days have sufficiently impressed the value and 
the importance of a trade to the boy who must win his 
own way. The tendency has been too much toward either 
the professions or to that sort of hit-and-miss existence 
that hopes to connect, with a "job'' of some sort or other 
that will provide subsistence without the necessity for 
training. Nothing could be more precarious than the lot 
of the untrained man in these days of tremendous compe- 
tition. Every boy should have a definite calling in which 
h.e may specialize and develop. The skilled workman has 
infinite advantage over the man without a trade. There 
has been too pronounced a tendency on the part of the on- 
coming young man to yield to the lure of some avenue of 
employment that promises immediate financial returns 
without requiting the service of especial 
apprenticeship 


, or preparation. When it, is too late to begin anew he real- 
' izes the unstable and insecure character of his choice. 
Vocational training represents a new conception of the 
state's duty to its boys in an eduational way. It will cost 
money, but it is worth it, and it will be a tremendous"mis- 
take if the schoolbovs—and the schoolgirls as well—of 
these days do not take the fullest advantage of the oppor- 
tunity thus held out to them.

Court Holds the Inductions 


Were Sought Too Late 


to Stand.

Wilt and 
others and the trustees of the Plymouth 
Congregational church against the city 
for n permanent injnuctipn to restrain 
the city from collecting tlie assessments 
made for the ornamental lighting sys- 
tem on Harrison street aud Calhoua 
street, south of the railroads.
